The chief quarantine officer for the Philippine Islands reports, March 
17, 24, and 26, as follows: Fourteen cases of plague, with 11 deaths, 
occurred in Manila during the week ended March 14, 1903. During 
the same period 5 new cases of smallpox were reported. 

Ten cases of plague, with 6 deaths, occurred in Manila during the 
week ended March 21, 1903. During the same period 4 new cases of 
smallpox were reported, with no deaths.
